Great political changes are taking 
place in the gov ernments of the world. 
Democ­ 
racy has not been challenged since its rise 5 0 
y ears ago as it is being challenged today . It 
serv es to show that no sy stem which fails to 
work can liv e. 
No doubt, tn Spain and in Italy 
democracy has been a failure. 
But it should 
be noted that this failure is not the result of 
any inherent weakness in the principle of de­ 
mocracy , but rather in the failure of the gov ­ 
ernment to fit the people for democracy . 
In 
countries like our own, Great Britain, Holland, 
the 
Scandinav ian countries, and, to a little 
lesser ex tent, in Germsftiy , democracy is still 
the best sy stem. 
In countries like these there 
is little desire or need
